Motor Vehicle Taxes During 1928

Washington, Dec. 22.—Car own- 
ers of the nation will pay approx- 
imately $785,000,000 in motor ve- 
hicle taxes in 1928, an increase of 
about $15,000,000 over 1927, de- 
spite the fact that the tax bill 
during the year was decreased 
around $35,000,000 as a result of 
the repeal of the Federal war ex- 
cise tax on automobiles. 

This statement was issued today 
by the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation, which pointed out that al- 
though the Federal government has 
left this over-exploited field of tax- 
ation, representing a decrease of 
$60,000,000 a year in favor of the 
car owners, the total tax burden has 
increased at least 257 per cent.

CCORDING to an opinion recently delivered by the sec- 
retary of state of Minnesota, reciprocity agreements

If this opinion should obtain ultimate sanction by the| 
higher courts there would be immediate necessity for action 
by Congress to make such agreements legal. It is unthink- 


toring affairs which held when New York and New Jersey 
were at swords’ points, when Virginia and Maryland united 
in denying motorists from the District of Columbia the 
rights of the road within their domains, when various other 
states exhibited the utmost that they could of inhospitality | 
and churlishness. 

Motoring ought to be as unrestricted as breathing 
anywhere within the confines of the United States. If 
the legal status of reciprocity agreements among states 
proves to be open to question, we venture to believe that 
the common sense of the country will demand a prompt 
remedy, and, if it so demands it, will receive it.

It was cus- 
tomary for each dealer and retail 
branch to send one or more em- 
Ployees for a course in this school 
once or Gwice a year or whenever 
changes in the car made specialized 
information desirable. 


This system was satisfactory, but 
had the disadvantage of adding 
too much to the duties of one man. 
In other words, only one or at the 
most two men could be sent to 
the factory, and the knowledge 
they obtained had to be applied to 
all Studebaker cars in their dis- 
trict.

N. J. Truck Club 
| To Fight Excise

| Newark, N. J., Dec. 22.—The Mo- 

tor Truck Club of New Jersey is 
| preparing to fight legislation in- 
| tended to return the interstate bus 
| The joint legislative conference 
| committee, meeting at Trenton, dis- 
|cussed the advisability of carrying 
|to the Court of Errors and Appeals 
the decision of Vice-Chancellor Bu- 
chanan holding unconstitutional the 
Pierson interstate bus and truck ex- 
|cise act. There is in course of prep- 
|}aration a bill along similar lines 
|which Senator Pierson thinks will 
|stand up under court attack. 

The state has collected 
$285,000 under the Pierson act 
through an impost of 1'% cents per 
|mile on buses for the use of New 
| Jersey highways carrying passengers 
| or freight in interstate commerce. 
| The law became effective July 1, 
| 1927. 
| “I believe the present law might 
|be sustained by the Court of Errors,” 
|Mr. Pierson said. “I do not know 
|what the attitude of the conference 
|committee will be, however. It may 
be decided to pass an act restoring 
|the money so far collected and then 
start fresh with a new law.” 

Mr. Pierson said he had a bill 
prepared by State Motor Vehicle 
Commissioner Dill providing for the 
restoration of the money, but that 
he would hold up action on it pend- 
ing a decision by the conference 
committee. Because of doubt as to 
the validity of the 1927 act the re- 
ceipts under it have been kept in a 
separate account by the state treas- 
urer. 

The principal ground of Vice- 
Chancelor Buchanan's decision was 
that the act is in violation of the 
United States Constitution vesting 
in the Congress the control of inter- 
state commerce.
